In  order  to  provide  a  year  for  the  cot¬ 
tonseed  crushing  industry  to  make  nec¬ 
essary  preparations  for  the  purchase  and 
processing  of  cottonseed  under  grading 
standards  which  make  the  linters  factor 
mandatory,  it  is  hereby  determined  that 
the  use  of  the  linters  factor  in  determin¬ 
ing  the  quantity  index  of  cottonseed  will 
continue  on  an  optional  basis  until  June 
1,  1955,  and,  until  further  notice,  the 
linters  factor  will  be  2.5  as  published  in 
the  Federal  Register  dated  August  7, 
1952  (7F.  R.  7177). 

Wherefore,  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

1.  The  aforesaid  amendments  to  the 
Standards  for  Grades  of  Cottonseed  are 
hereby  amended  by  changing  the  effec¬ 
tive  date  thereof  from  June  1,  1954,  to 
June  1, 1955:  Provided,  That  this  amend¬ 
ment  will  not  affect  or  invalidate  any 
transaction,  including  inspection  certifi¬ 
cates  which  may  have  been  issued,  based 
upon  said  amendments  between  June  1, 
1954,  and  the  effective  date  hereof.

On  May  8,  1954.  notice  was  published 
In  the  Federal  Register  (F.  R.  Doc.  54- 
3458;  19  F.  R.  2676)  regarding  proposed 
amendment  of  United  States  Standards 
for  Grades  of  Cheddar  Cheese  (7  CFR 
Part  45).  This  amendment  would  per¬ 
mit  rindless  (cured-in-package)  Ched¬ 
dar  cheese  to  be  wrapped  in  a  non¬ 
transparent  wrapper,  such  as  aluminum 
foil.  Such  amendment  has  been  re¬ 
quested  by  the  cheese  industry  and  the 
aluminum  foil  wrapper  may  now  be  used 
on  cheese  purchased  under  the  current 
price  support  program.

1087;  7  U.  S.  C.  1621  et  seq.)  as 
follows :

On  May  19,  1954,  there  was  published 
in  the  Federal  Register  (19  F.  R.  2904) 
a  notice  of  proposed  rule  making  con¬ 
cerning  an  amendment  of  §  301.52-2  (b) 
of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  the 
quarantine  relating  to  the  pink  bollworm

1787).  After  due  consideration  of  all 
relevant  matters  presented  pursuant  to 
the  notice,  and  under  the  authority  of 
sections  8  and  9  of  the  Plant  Quarantine 
Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C,  161, 
162),  §  301.52-2  (b)  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows:

This  amendment  adds  to  the  pink  boll¬ 
worm  hghtly  infested  areas  the  northern¬ 
most  Texas  counties  of  Armstrong,  Car- 
son,  Dallam.  Hansford,  Hartley,  Hemp¬ 
hill,  Hutchinson,  Lipscomb,  Moore, 
Ochiltree,  Oldham,  Potter,  Randall,  Rob¬ 
erts,  and  Sherman,  and  removes  from 
the  lightly  infested  areas  the  southern 
Louisiana  parishes  of  Acadia,  Evange¬ 
line,  Iberia,  Lafayette,  St.  Landry,  and 
St.  Martin. 

The  group  of  15  counties  in  the  upper 
Panhandle  of  Texas  being  added  to  the 
lightly  infested  areas  is  almost  sur¬ 
rounded  by  regulated  areas.  Little  or 
no  cotton  L«  grown  in  that  area.  How¬ 


ever,  difScutties  have  arisen  in  adminis¬ 
tering  the  quarantine  because  of  this 
isolated  nonregulated  area.  Officials  in 
the  State  of  Texas  have  agreed  to  inclu¬ 
sion  of  these  15  counties  to  ease  this  situ¬ 
ation. 

Surveys  in  the  six  parishes  being 
removed  from  the  regulated  areas  in 
Louisiana  have  failed  to  disclose  pink 
bollworm  infestation  since  the  1950- crop. 
Federal  and  State  officials  are  in  agree¬ 
ment  that  it  is  now  safe  to  release  these 
parishes  from  regulation.  The  Louisiana 
State  pink  bollworm  quarantine  was  so 
amended,  effective  April  26,  1954. 

This  amendment,  insofar  as  it  brings 
additional  territory  within  the  regulated 
areas,  should  be  made  effective  as  soon  as 
possible  in  order  to  be  of  maximum  bene¬ 
fit  in  preventing  the  interstate  spread 
of  pink  bollworms.  That  part  of  the 
amendment  which  deletes  certain  terri¬ 
tory  from  the  regulated  areas  should  be 
made  effective  as  soon  as  possible  so  as  to 
relieve  persons  in  such  territory  from 
restrictions  no  longer  considered  neces¬ 
sary.  Good  cause  is  found,  therefore, 
for  issuing  this  document  effective  less 
than  30  days  after  its  publication  in  the 
Federal  Register,  as  provided  in  section 
4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act 
(5  U.  S.  C.  1003). 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on 
and  after  June  22.  1954.

Any  period  of  time  dur¬ 
ing  which  Reserve  service  is  interrupted 
by  service  in  a  Regular  component  will 
be  excluded  in  computing,  but  will  not 
be  considered  as  a  break  in  the  period  of 
12  years.  Periods  for  which  the  Naval

person  seeking  appointment  in  the  Reg¬ 
ular  Air  Force  for  duty  as  a  chaplain, 
judge  advocate,  doctor,  dentist,  veter¬ 
inarian,  nurse,  women’s  medical  special¬ 
ist,  or  medical  service  officer. 

§861.102  Policy.  The  policy  of  the 
Air  Force  is  to  conduct  an  orderly  and 
gradual  buildup  of  the  Regular  Air  Force 
toward  authorized  strength.  This  build¬ 
up  will  be  accomplished  primarily  by 
tendering  Regular  Air  Force  appoint¬ 
ments  semi-annually  to  those  non- 
Regular  officers  who  have  demonstrated 
outstanding  officer  qualities  and  ability 
in  specialties  particularly  suited  to  the 
Air  Force  and  who  possess  certain  nec¬ 
essary  service  credit  to  maintain  a  bal¬ 
anced  Regular  officer  promotion  struc¬ 
ture,  subject  to  limitations  imposed  by 
ewigressional  statute.  Selectivity  in  cer¬ 
tain  critical  length-of -service  groups, 
therefore,  must  be  highly  competitive. 
Due  consideration  will  be  given  to  prac¬ 
tical  experience,  academic  achievement, 
qualification  in  a  particularly  desired 
Air  Force  Specialty,  manner  of  perform¬ 
ance,  and  being  designated  a  “distin¬ 
guished  graduate’’  of  the  Air  Force 
ROTC,  aviation  cadet,  or  USAF  Officer 
Candidate  School  programs.  ’The  mis¬ 
sion  of  the  Air  Force  dictates  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  appointees  pos¬ 
sess  aeronautical  ratings. 

§861.103  Definitions.  For  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  §§  861.101  to  861.107,  the  follow¬ 
ing  terms  will  apply: 

(a)  Immediate  superior.  ’The  officer 
to  whom  an  applicant  is  immediately 
responsible  for  the  performance  of  his 
^signed  duty  and  who  is  responsible  for 
the  preparation  of  the  applicant’s  AF 
Form  77,  “USAF  Officer  Effectiveness 
Report.’’ 

(b)  Organization  commander.  The 
commander  responsible  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  administration  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  to  which  the  applicant  is  actually 
s^ssigned. 

<c)  Test  control  officer.  The  officer 
responsible  for  administering  personnel 
research  tests. 

<d)  Commander  of  major  air  com~ 
The  commander  responsible  for 
operation  and  administration  of  any 
organization  designated  a  major  air 
coi^and  who  reports  directly  to  the 
Chief  of  Staff,  USAF,  and  under  whose 
command  jurisdiction  the  applicant’s 
organization  of  assignment  falls. 


(e)  Air  Force  Regular  Officer  Selection 
Battery  iAFROSB) .  Two  personnel  re¬ 
search  tests  designed  to  measure  certain 
qualities  which  are  important  to  success 
as  a  commissioned  officer.  The  tests  are 
the  USAF  Officer  Aptitude  Test  (AF  PRT 
423  for  males;  AF  PRT  424  for  females) 
and  AF  PRT  4,  “Biographical  Inventory.” 

§  861.104  Regular  Air  Force  grade  de¬ 
termination.  Pub.  Law  381,  80th  Cong, 
(sec.  506,  61  Stat.  890;  10  U.  S.  C.  506c) 
provides  that  active  Federal  commis¬ 
sioned  service  performed  after  December 
31,  1947  only,  not  to  exceed  5  years,  will 
be  credited  for  the  purpose  of  determin¬ 
ing  permanent  grade  and  seniority. 
Only  that  service  performed  in  any  com¬ 
ponent  of  the  Army  or  Air  Force  after 
attaining  the  age  of  21  years  is  creditable 
for  this  purpose.  An  officer  credited  with 
less  than  3  years  of  such  service  will  be 
appointed  in  the  grade  of  second  lieu¬ 
tenant.  A  person  credited  with  3  or 
more  years  of  such  service  will  be  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  grade  of  first  lieutenant. 
Special  orders  announcing  appointment 
in  the  Regular  Air  Force  will  indicate 
that  active  duty  grade  equal  or  higher 
than  Regular  Air  Force  grade  to  which 
appointed  is  continued  in  the  USAF  ef¬ 
fective  on  date  of  acceptance  of  Regular 
Air  Force  appointment.  To  prevent  loss 
of  seniority  among  new  Regular  officers 
and  to  eliminate  a  delay  in  promoting 
Regular  second  lieutenants  already  on 
the  promotion  list,  the  appointment  of 
an  officer  who  is  within  6  months  of 
becoming  eligible  for  appointment  in  the 
grade  of  first  lieutenant.  Regular  Air 
Force,  at  time  of  selection  will  be  de¬ 
ferred  until  the  date  on  which  he  com¬ 
pletes  3  years  of  service  as  described 
herein.  An  officer  whose  appointment  is 
temporarily  delayed  and  whose  current 
service  statement  will  expire  before  ap¬ 
pointment  can  be  tendered  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  sign  an  indefinite  service 
statement  with  the  proviso  that  he  will 
be  released  from  active  duty  without  de¬ 
lay  in  the  event  his  appointment  fails  to 
materialize  for  any  reason,  and  he  ex¬ 
presses  a  desire  for  release  in  writing. 

§  861.105  Eligibility  requirements. 
The  eligibility  requirements  in  para¬ 
graphs  (a)  through  (i)  of  this  section 
must  be  fully  met  by  each  person  at  time 
application  is  submitted.  Provisions  for 
waiver  are  not  authorized  except  as 
established  in  paragraph  (e)  (3)  of  this 
section. 

(a)  Current  status.  At  time  of  appli¬ 
cation,  an  applicant  must  hold  a  valid 
appointment  as  a  Reserve  officer  of  the 
Air  Force  and  must  be  serving  as  a  com¬ 
missioned  officer  in  the  active  military 
service. 

(b)  Prior  commissioned  service.  At 
time  of  application,  an  applicant  must 
have  completed  at  least  12  months’  ac¬ 
tive  Federal  commissioned  service  within 
the  3-year  period  immediately  preceding 
application.  Short  tours  of  active  duty 
of  90  days  or  less  may  not  be  included 
in  computing  service  for  this  purpose. 

(c)  Age.  On  the  opening  date  of 
period  for  submission  of  application,  an 
applicant  may  not  exceed  the  age  of  27 
years  by  more  than  the  number  of  years, 
months,  and  days  (not  to  exceed  4  years 


3  months)  he  has  served  on  active  duty 
since  December  31,  1947  as  a  commis¬ 
sioned  officer  of  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  or  the  Air  Force.  At  the  time  of 
appointment,  a  successful  applicant  may 
not  exceed  the  age  of  27  years  by  more 
than  the  number  of  years,  months,  and 
days  (not  to  exceed  5  years)  of  active 
Federal  commissioned  service  performed 
by  him  since  December  31, 1947,  with  the 
Army  of  the  United  States  or  the  Air 
Force.  This  age  restriction  for  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  Regular  Air  Force  is  estab¬ 
lished  in  sec.  506,  61  Stat.  890;  10  U.  S.  C. 
506c.  Therefore,  waivers  of  the  maxi¬ 
mum  allowable  age  for  appointment  in 
the  Regular  Air  Force  are  precluded  by 
law. 

(d)  Citizenship.  An  applicant  must 
be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  An 
applicant  who  is  not  a  citizen  by  birth 
must  furnish  a  certificate  by  an  officer, 
notary  public,  or  other  person  authorized 
by  law  to  administer  oaths,  giving  the 
following  information:

Note:  Facsimiles  or  copies,  photographic 
or  otherwise,  will  not  be  made  of  naturaliza¬ 
tion  certificates  under  any  circumstances. 
Act  25  June  1948  (62  Stat.  767;  18  U.  S.  C. 
1426  (h) )  provides  that  whoever,  without 
lawful  authority,  prints,  photographs,  makes 
or  executes  any  print  or  impression  in  the 
likeness  of  a  certificate  of  arrival,  declaration 
of  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  or  certificate 
of  naturalization  or  citizenship,  or  any  p.irt 
thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000 
or  Imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years,  or 
both. 

(e)  Education.  (1)  While  not  man¬ 
datory  at  time  of  application,  a  bacca¬ 
laureate  degree  is  desirable,  particularly 
in  the  fields  of  engineering,  the  basic 
sciences,  or  management  or  its  related 
fields.  At  time  of  application,  an  ap¬ 
plicant  must  have  been  granted  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  60  semester  hours  (90  quarter 
hours)  credit  toward  a  baccalaureate 
degree  from  a  college  or  university  listed 
by  the  Office  of  Education,  Department 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  in 
part  3  of  the  Education  Directory, 
Higher  Education,  published  annually,  or 
Accredited  Higher  Institutions,  as  hav¬ 
ing  either: 

(1)  Nationwide  accreditation, 

(ii)  Regional  accreditation. 

(iii)  Accreditation  by  a  national  pro¬ 
fessional  association. 

(iv)  Unconditional  admission  to  the 
graduate  school  of  a  State  University,  or 

(V)  Full  transfer  credit  to  a  State  uni¬ 
versity. 

(2)  An  applicant  whose  credits  are 
from  a  college  or  a- university  which  does 
not  meet  the  criteria  outlined  in  sub- 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  paragraph  will  be 
considered  as  meeting  the  educational 
requirement,  provided  that  a  written 
statement  from  any  nationally  or  re- 
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gionally  accredited  college  or  university 
is  acquired,  indicating  that  a  sufficient 
number  of  his  credits  are  acceptable  for 
admission  to  at  lesist  full  junior  standing. 

(3)  An  officer  who  does  not  meet  the 
requirements  in  subparagraphs  (1)  and 
(2)  of  this  paragraph,  but  possesses  par¬ 
ticularly  outstanding  qualifications  for 
Regular  appointment,  may  be  recc«n- 
mended  for  a  waiver  of  the  educational 
requirement  by  the  commander  of  his 
major  air  command.  The  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  waiver  must  clearly  substantiate 
the  officer’s  outstanding  qualifications 
for  Regular  appointment  and  give  spe¬ 
cific  reasons  why  a  waiver  is  recom¬ 
mended.  The  letter  recommending 
waiver  must  be  signed  personally  by  the 
commander  of  a  major  air  command  or 
his  deputy  and  must  be  furnished  the 
officer  prior  to  the  date  he  submits  an 
application. 

(f)  Reapplicant.  An  applicant  who 
has  been  rejected  for  Regular  Air  Force 
appointment  under  §§  861.101  to  861.107 
(or  previous  issues  thereof)  may  reapply 
within  established  application  periods  1 
year  after  date  of  previous  application 
provided  that  all  eligibility  requirements 
are  met  at  that  time.  Only  one  reapplit 
cation  may  be  submitted.  Waivers  of 
tbis  requirement  will  not  be  granted. 
Failure  to  meet  eligibility  criteria  is  not 
considered  as  failing  to  be  selected,  and 
an  applicant  previously  having  been  dis¬ 
qualified  administratively,  but  now  eligi¬ 
ble  under  §§  861.101  to  861.107,  may 
reapply  during  any  application  period, 

(g)  Medical.  An  applicant  must  be 
medically  qualified  for  appointment  in 
the  Regular  Air  Force,  Standard  Form 
88.  “Report  of  Medical  Examination,” 
and  Standard  Form  89,  “Report  of  Med¬ 
ical  History,”  will  not  ^  submitted  with 
application.  An  applicant  selected  for 
Regular  appointment  will  be  asked  to 
undergo  a  medical  examination  prior  to 
being  tendered  an  appointment. 

(h)  Dependents.  A  male  applicant  is 
not  restricted  with  regard  to  dependents. 
However,  a  female  applicant  who  has 
any  legal  or  other  responsibility  for  the 
custody,  control,  care,  maintenance,  or 
support  of  a  dependent  under  18  years 
of  age  may  not  be  appointed  a  Regular 
Air  Force  officer.  A  woman  having  a 
stepchild  or  foster  child  under  18  years 
of  age  and  such  child  is  within  her 
household  for  a  period  of  more  than  30 
days  each  year  or  who  otherwise  stands 
in  relationship  of  parent  to  such  child 
may  not  be  apix)in^. 

(i)  National  security.  An  applicant 
must  be  of  such  background,  character, 
and  reputation  as  to  cause  his  apix>int- 
ment  into  the  Regular  Air  Force  to  be 
clearly  consistent  with  the  interests  of 
national  security. 

§  861.106  Applications.  Any  person 
who  meets  the  eligibility  requirements 
established  in  S  861.105  is  encouraged  to 
submit  an  application  for  Regular  ap¬ 
pointment.  To  be  considered,  an  appli¬ 
cant  must  comply  with  the  following 
instructions: 

(a)  Application  periods.  An  applica¬ 
tion  may  be  submitted  during  the  periods 
January  1  to  February  28  and  July  1  to 
August  31  each  year.  An  application 
received  by  the  Director  of  Personnel 


Procurement  and  Training,  Headquar¬ 
ters  USAF,  15  or  more  days  after  the 
close  of  either  application  pericxi,  will  be 
returned  without  action. 

(b)  Submitting  application.  The  ap¬ 
plication  will  be  submitted  to  the  appli¬ 
cant’s  immediate  superior  and  will 
consist  of  the  following  completed  docu¬ 
ments: 

(1)  'Two  copies  of  AF  Form  17,  ‘‘Ap¬ 
plication  for  Appointment  in  the  Regular 
Air  Force.” 

(2)  Original  or  photostatic  copies  of 
authenticated  transcripts  substantiating 
possession  of  a  minimum  of  60  semester 
hours  (90  quarter  hours)  credit  toward  a 
baccalaureate  degree  from  a  college  or 
university  that  meets  the  requirements 
set  forth  in  §  861.105  (e)  (1)  or  the  orig¬ 
inal  of  a  letter  from  a  commander  of  a 
major  air  command  or  his  deputy  recom¬ 
mending  waiver  of  the  educational  re¬ 
quirement. 

(3)  Five  copies  of  DD  Form  398, 
“Statement  of  Personal  History.” 

(4)  Certificate  from  an  officer  verify¬ 
ing  citizenship  by  naturalization  as  re¬ 
quired  by  §  861.105  (d),  if  applicable. 

(c)  Change  of  address.  The  military 
address  furnished  on  the  application 
form  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
contacting  an  applicant  with  regard  to 
his  file.  The  applicant  will  give  imme¬ 
diate  notice  to  the  Director  of  Person¬ 
nel  Procurement  and  Training,  Head¬ 
quarters  USAF,  Attention:  Personnel 
Procurement  Division,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.,  of  any  change  of  address,  perma¬ 
nent  or  temporary  (if  for  15  days  or 
more),  between  submission  of  applica¬ 
tion  and  notification  of  final  action.  If 
such  a  change  of  address  occurs  prior  to 
completion  of  field  testing,  notification 
will  be  made  by  electrical  means.  Any 
person  who  submits  a  valid  application 
and  is  subsequently  relieved  from  active 
duty  will  be  considered  for  a  Regular 
commission.  An  applicant  in  this  cate¬ 
gory  who  is  selected  will  be  tendered  an 
appointment:  Proui(ie(i,  That  he  is  med¬ 
ically  qualified  and  does  not  exceed  the 
maximum  statutory  age  for  initial  ap¬ 
pointment  as  specified  in  §  861.105  (c) . 

(d)  Reporting  for  testing.  An  appli¬ 
cant  will  report  for  testing  at  the  desig¬ 
nated  time  and  place  or  make  prior  ar¬ 
rangements  satisfactory  to  the  appropri¬ 
ate  base  commander.  An  applicant  who 
has  been  scheduled  for  testing  and  who 
must  proceed  on  temporary  duty,  per¬ 
manent  change  of  station,  or  leave  prior 
to  being  tested  will,  upon  arrival  at  his 
first  duty  station  thereafter,  report  to 
the  nearest  base  commander  who  has 
facilities  to  administer  the  AFROSB  in 
order  to  be  scheduled  for  testing.  To  be 
tested,  an  applicant  must  present  a  copy 
of  the  letter  from  Headquarters  USAF 
acknowledging  receipt  of  his  application 
and  containing  authority  for  being 
tested  to  the  base  commander* 

(e)  Replying  to  communications.  An 
applicant  who  does  not  promptly  reply 
to  and/or  comply  with  all  communica¬ 
tions  and  instructions  regarding  his  ap¬ 
plication  and  testing  will  be  (X)nsidered 
as  being  no  longer  interested  in  a  Regu¬ 
lar  commission  and  his  application  may 
be  abandoned  by  Headquarters  USAF. 

(f)  Compromising  test  questions.  An 
applicant  must  not  discuss  the  contents 


of  the  USAF  Officer  Aptitude  Test  after 
its  completion.  Since  officers  are  se¬ 
lected  for  Regular  appointments  on  a 
competitive  basis,  any  applicant  who  has 
advance  information  concerning  test 
questions  will  be  at  a  decided  advantage 
over  all  other  applicants. 

(g)  Distinguished  graduates  of  Air 
Force  ROTC,  Aviation  Cadet  Training, 
or  USAF  Officer  Candidate  School.  An 
applicant  who  has  been  designated  a 
“distinguished  graduate”  should  attach  a 
copy  of  the  letter  of  designation  to  his 
application  to  insure  that  special  consid¬ 
eration  is  given  for  such  achievement. 

§  861.107  Action  by  higher  authori¬ 
ties — (a)  Immediate  superior.  The  im¬ 
mediate  superior  will  review  the  applica¬ 
tion  for  completeness  and  correctness 
and  submit  it  within  3  working  days  of 
receipt  to  the  applicant’s  organization 
commander.  The  forwarding  indorse¬ 
ment  will  contain  a  statement  regarding 
the  applicant’s  suitability  for  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  Regular  Air  Force.  The  offi¬ 
cer  evaluation  report  referred  to  on  AP 
Form  17  will  not  be  prepared  by  the 
immediate  superior  at  time  application  is 
indorsed  to  the  organization  commander. 

(b)  Applicant's  organization  com¬ 
mander.  After  receipt  of  the  applica¬ 
tion,  the  organization  commander  will: 

(1)  Determine  if  applicant  meets  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  applying  and 
if  application  has  been  supported  with 
the  necessary  documents.  Section 
861.105  and  paragraph  (b)  of  S  861.106 
will  be  used  as  a  checklist  for  this  pur¬ 
pose. 

(2)  Return  an  incomplete  application 
by  indorsement  directly  to  the  appli¬ 
cant  with  reasons  therefor. 

(3)  If  application  is  complete: 

(i)  Request  the  applicant  to  read  AFR 
35-62, 1  March  1954.  After  reading  AFR 
35-62,  the  applicant  will  be  requested  to 
sign  a  certificate  as  follows: 

I  certify  that  I  have  read  and  understand 
AFR  35-62,  1  March  1954. 

The  applicant  will  also  be  requested  to 
execute  DD  Form  98,  “Loyalty  Certifi¬ 
cate  for  Personnel  of  the  Armed  Forces.” 
If,  after  instructions,  the  applicant  fails 
or  refuses  to  execute  DD  Form  98  satis¬ 
factorily  or  makes  an  entry  thereon 
which  provides  a  reason  for  belief  that 
his  appointment  would  not  be  clearly 
consistent  with  the  interests  of  national 
security,  action  will  be  taken  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  AFR  35-62.  No  action  will  be 
taken  to  have  him  accomplish  either  the 
FBI  Applicant  Fingerprint  Card  or  the 
AFROSB.  However,  his  application  and 
allied  papers  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Director  of  Personnel  Procurement  and 
Training,  Headquarters  USAF,  Atten¬ 
tion:  Personnel  Procurement  Division 
Washington  25,  D.  C.,  for  appropriate 
action  and  decision.  'The  satisfactorily 
completed  DD  Form  98  and  certificate 
will  be  attached  to  the  applicant’s  appli¬ 
cation  as  inclosures. 

Note:  The  provisions  of  APR  35-62,  March 
1,  1954,  are  contained  In  Part  886  of  tW 
chapter  (19  F.  R.  2014). 

(ii)  Request  the  applicant  to  complete 
and  to  sign  a  FBI  Applicant  Fingerprint 
Card.  The  FBI  AppUcant  Fingerprint 
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Card  will  be  attached  to  the  applicant’s 
application  as  an  inclosure. 

(iii)  Request  the  commander  of  his 
major  air  command  (command  test  con¬ 
trol  officer)  to  administer  the  AFROSB 

I  to  each  applicant  who  submits  a  valid 
application  under  §§  861.101  to  861.107. 

(iv)  Indorse  completed  application, 
within  5  working  days  after  receipt,  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  Director  of  Personnel  Pro¬ 
curement  and  Training,  Headquarters 
USAF,  Attention:  Personnel  Procure¬ 
ment  Division,  Washington  25,  D.  C.  A 
forwarding  indorsement  will  contain 
statements  to  the  effect  that: 

(a)  Applicant’s  records  have  been  ex¬ 
amined  carefully. 

1(b)  Applicant  is  eligible  to  apply

(c)  Application  is  complete  and  noth- 
ng  was  found  in  the  applicant’s  file  of 
k  derogatory  nature. 

id)  Completed  DD  Form  98,  FBI  ap-

(c)  Action  has  been  taken  to  have 
applicant  complete  the  AFROSB. 

.(v)  Furnish  sufficient  explanation,  in 
the  event  of  derogatory  information, 
questionable  findings  or  if  applicant  fails 
to  comply  with  subdivision  (i)  of  this 
subparagraph. 

(4)  Advise  the  Director  of  Personnel 
Procurement  and  ’Training,  Headquar¬ 
ters  USAF,  Attention:  Personnel  Pro¬ 
curement  Division,  Washington  25,  D.  C., 
if,  between  date  of  application  and  final 
action  by  Headquarters  USAF,  any 
matter  comes  to  his  attention  with  re¬ 
gard  to  an  applicant  under  his  command 
which  would  affect  (favorably  or  un¬ 
favorably)  the  applicant’s  qualifications 
for  Regular  Air  Force  appointment. 

(5)  Upon  receipt  of  notification  of 
testing  appointment  for  any  member  of 
his  organization,  issue  necessary  instruc¬ 
tions  directing  travel  where  necessary 
and  specifying  time  and  place  applicant 
must  report  for  testing. 

(c)  Action  by  major  air  commander. 
The  commander  of  each  major  air  com¬ 
mand  will  monitor  and  coordinate  the 
testing  of  any  applicant  located  on  or 
near  a  base  which  is  under  his  command 
jurisdiction  and  has  testing  facilities 
available. 

(1)  Testing  authority.  The  com¬ 
mander  of  a  major  air  command  may 
delegate  to  any  base  commander  under 
his  jurisdiction  the  authority  to  admin¬ 
ister  the  AFROSB  to  any  applicant  who 
submits  a  valid  application  for  Regular 
appointment  under  §§  861.101  to  861.107. 
An  applicant  will  be  tested  within  30  days 
after  receipt  of  a  request  for  testing  ac- 
^on  from  an  organization  commander  or 
Headquarters  USAF. 

<2)  Inability  to  accomplish  testing. 
own  notification  by  a  base  commander 
that  testing  cannot  be  accomplished,  the 
commander  of  the  major  air  command 
take  the  following  action.

(d)  Actionby  base  commander.  Upon
